Cam  Caldwell,  athletics  veep,  stated  it  has  always  been  his 
understanding  that  the  girls  would  be  reimbursed  for  all  their  efforts. 
Allegedly,  a request  for  funds  has  been  prepared  and  is  ready  for 
submission  to  the  Executive  Council. 

The  good  that  AUNO  is  doing  this  school  is  immeasurable  in  real 
dollars.  Proof  in  the  pudding 

After  BYU’s  game  with  Colorado  State,  the  Fort  Collins 
“Coloradoan”  carried  a story  alerting  CSU  fans  who  “have  long  claimed 
a lack  of  strong  community  spirit  . . . and  a need  for  improved 
hospitality  to  visiting  teams  . . .”  that  they  “would  have  gained 
considerable  ammunition  .for  their  side  of  the  issue”  had  they  been  in 
Provo  to  witness  AUNO’s  greeting  of  the  CSU  team. 

The  article  went  on  to  say:  “More  than  two  dozen  BYU  coeds” 
traveled  over  45  miles  to  the  Salt  Lake  Airport  to  greet  the  team  with 
“big  smiles”.  Further,  the  “Coloradoan”  praised  the  Cougar  friendship 
unit  for  making  team  members  feel  “right  at  home”  and  most  of  all, 
very  welcome  at  BYU. 

During  the  game  with  Arizona,  one  member  of  the  UA  pep  squad,  a 
Negro,  revealed  he  had  previously  been  lead  to  believe  BYU  was  “all 
racists”.  But  after  the  warm  reception  he  had  received  from  AUNO  and 
all  the  other  students,  he  felt  the  racist  charges  were  “not  true”  and  he 
planned  to  “pass  the  word  along”  to  his  friends  in  Tucson. 

When  the  entire  San  Jose  State  team  and  coaching  staff  arrived  in 
Provo  wearing  black  armbands,  AUNO’s  job  looked  insurmountable.  A 
tense  air  filled  the  room  around  the  SJS  representatives,  but  before 
long,  the  sweet  smell  of  cookies  and  the  infectious  smiles  of  BYU  coeds 
turned  the  tide  of  ill  will  (see  picture). 

“We  felt  badly  when  the  team  wore  their  armbands  to  the  game 
Saturday,”  lamented  Jan,  “but  we  still  feel  they  went  home  with  a 
better  feeling  about  BYU.” 

More  of  the  same 

What  this  school  needs  is  more  groups  like  AUNO.  We  also  need  to 
support  them  financially  and  spiritually.  The  good  will  and  good 
feelings  generated  by  this  program  could  be  our  most  potent  weapon 
against  the  misunderstanding  and  misconceptions  which  deal  BYU  such 
bad  propaganda  blows.  The  worth  of  this  program  cannot  be  measured 
in  money.  More  power  to  you. 

By  the  way,  AUNO  is  pronounced  aw-noo-and  it  means  “love”  in 
Greek. 
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We,  the  undersigned,  would  like 
to  extend  a heartfelt  thanks  to 
Stanford  University  for  the  open 
and  candid  manner  in  which  they 
severed  all  relations  with  our 
BYU.  After  so  much  has  been  said 
about  our  overt  racial 
discrimination,  our  un-civil  rights 
policy,  and  our  gross  imbalance  of 
‘‘•Mormon  racists’’  to 
“non- Mormon-non-racists”  it  is 
refreshing,  to  say  the  least,  that 
once  and  for  all  a school  can  come 
up  with  some  original  and  creative 
reasons  for  severing  relations.

Clouds  Hang  Over  Stanford s Fum 


The  following  article  is  reprinted  by  permission  of 
the  “San  Francisco  Examiner”  and  the  author, 
George  N.  Crocker. 

The  great  universities  of  America  are  natural 
targets  of  the  wreckers,  who  look  about  for  points 
of  vulnerability.  Nobody  who  has  studied  the 
temperament  and  ideology  of  President  Kenneth 
Pitzer  of  Stanford  should  doubt  that  the  Palo  Alto 
campus  remains  highly  vulnerable. 

His  presidency  has  so  far  been  marked  by  ugly 
episodes  of  disruption,  trespass,  violence,  vandalism 
and  arson,  which  were  reacted  to  with  such  leniency 
that  further  disorder  is  now  inevitable.  More  and 
more  alumni  are  saying  that  some  day  a Hayakawa 
will  have  to  be  found  to  rescue  Stanford  as  a temple 
of  learning. 

At  San  Francisco  State,  the  time  came  when 
Smith  had  to  go,  as  at  Berkeley,  Kerr  had  to  go,  and 
at  Cornell,  Perkins  had  to  go.  It  is  Pitzer’s 
misfortune  to  be,  intellectually,  a cross  between 
these  three,  although  he  is  brighter  than  Smith,  less 
vulpine  than  Kerr,  and  less  sanctimonious  than 
Perkins.  His  public  utterances  have  the  same 
unctuous  ambivalence,  with  those  awful  platitude’s 
trailing  off  into  incoherence. 

At  one  time  or  another— and  often  at  the  same 
time— every  antagonist  in  a controversy  thinks  Pitzer 
is  on  his  side.  His  pronouncements  are  invitations  to 
a guessing  game.  When  the  crunchy  questions  come 
up,  he  has  a tendency  to  grimace  and  giggle  his  way 
through  them. 

But  an  alien  genie  possessed  Pitzer  when  he 
appeared  before  Stanford’s  new  freshmen  at  their 
opening  convocation  this  fall.  The  mush  turned  to 
granite;  he  took  a stand.  It  was  not  on  a matter  of 
campus  behavior,  which  is  his  responsibility,  nor  of 


chemistry,  which  is  his  specialty  as  a scholi 
on  the  Vietnam  war!

It 
presently  reads,  “Cabinet  or  class 
sponsored  programs  that  are  for 
the  student  body  at  large  shall  be 
coordinated  with  the  Executive 
Council.” 

Another  deletion  would  be 
Article  II,  Section  I,  Clause  A 
which  now  reads,  “The  Executive 
Council  shall  meet  every  three 
weeks  with  the  cabinet  for 
coordinating  purposes.”

“If  Europe  is  to  survive  as  a 
world  power,”  stated  Thursday’s 
forum  speaker,  “it  must  unite.” 

The  speaker,  Patrick  Jenkin,  is  a 
member  of  the  British  Parliament 
and  has  been  since  1964  when  he 
was  elected  as  Churchill’s 
•uccessor. 

Appointed  as  official 
’onservative  Party  spokesman  on 
[nance  and  trade  matters,  M.P. 
enkin  is  the  vice-chairman  of  the 
Party’s  Trade  Committee  and  a 
member  on  the  Opposition  Front 
Bench  team  shadowing  the  Board 
of  Trade,  the  Dept,  of  Economic 
Affairs  and  the  Treasury.

concerning  '‘British-European 
Trade  Problems”  that  the  chief 
factor  in  building  a united  Europe 
was  ‘‘to  effect  a final 
reconciliation  between  France  and 
Germany.”  He  added,  “the  need 
of  Europe  is  to  speak  with  one 
voice.” 


Presenting  the  options  facing  his 
country,  Jenkin  asked,  “Are  we  in 
fact  a European  nation  to  join  the 
European  Common  Market  or  an 
Atlantic  power  to  be  connected 
with  the  United  States?  Or, 
should  we  become  the  Japan  of 
the  North  Atlantic?” 


However,  Jenkin  considers  the 
Common  Market  the  only  answer 
to  Britain’s  survival  and  the 
uniting  of  Europe.  “Our  problem 
is  to  show  the  people  that  the 
short-term  disadvantages  are 
out -weighed  by  the  long-range 
advantages  for  Britain.  The 
individual  nation  states  of  Europe 
cannot  survive  alone.” 

“We  must  increasingly  speak  to 
the  world  as  one  voice,”  said 
Jenkin.  “When  we  will  have  the 
United  States  of  Europe  I cannot 
say  but  that  we  will  one  day,  I 
have  not  the  slightest  doubt.”

period  in  which  Apollo  12  can 
blast  off  by  an  hour  and  23 
minutes— until  3:50  p.m.  Friday. 

Thursday  afternoon,  Conrad 
and  Gordon  climbed  into  a 
command  ship  simulator  on  the 
ground  to  practice  launch  and 
re-entry  maneuvers,  while  Bean 
rehearsed  in  a landing  craft  trainer. 


how  he  and  Conrad  will  lift  off 
from  the  moon. 

With  thousands  of  people  and 
VIPs  headed  by  President  Nixon, 
Vice  President  Spiro  J.  Agnew  and 
the  Aga  Khan  looking  on,  the 
Apollo  12  launch  crew  will  have 
until  2:27  p.m.  to  start  Conrad, 
Gordon  and  Bean  on  their  10-day 
expedition  to  the  moon’s  Ocean 
of  Storms. 

If  problems  delay  the  lift  off 
past  that  time,  another  favorable 
launch  opportunity  will  not  occur 
until  Dec.  14. 

Nixon  in  Bleachers 

Nixon,  who  plans  to  fly  to  the 
Cape  Kennedy  area  from 
Washington  about  an  hour  before 
launch  and  view  the  lift  off  from  a 
VIP  bleacher  area,  Thursday 
named  George  M.  Low,  former 
manager  of  the  Apollo  spacecraft 
program,  to  be  NASA  deputy 
administrator. 

Most  of  the  ecess  “pad”  time 
built  into  Apollo  12’s  countdown 
was  used  up  Thursday  so 
workmen  could  load  liquid 
hydrogen  aboard  a new  spacecraft 
fuel  tank.  The  tank  was 
substituted  for  a cimilar  container 


that  developed  a leak  Wednesday. 

“Time  is  tight,  but  we’re 
confident  we’ll  make  it,”  a NASA 
official  said. 

Air  Traffic 

Officials  estimate  about  1,000 
planes  will  be  circling  near  the 
Cape  Kennedy  area  to  watch  the 
Apollo  12  launching,  creating 
possible  safety  problems.  Some 
2,000  beats  also  are  expected. 

Project  officials  told  a news 
conference  Thursday  that  Apollo 
1 2 was  opening  “a  new  phase”  of 
manned  space  exploration. 

“Apollo  1 1 demonstrated  that 
we  could  land  and  return  safely 
from  the  moon,”  said  Dr.  Rocco 
A.  Petrone,  Apollo  program 
director  at  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration. 

“With  Apollo  12,  we  start  the 
exploitation  of  this  system  we 
developed  in  the  name  of  science 
and  knowledge. 

“Although  there’s  great  stress 
on  the  knowledge  that  we’re  going 
to  bring  back,  this  is  still  risky 
business,”  Petrone  cautioned. 
“The  margins  of  risk  are  still  as 
small  as  they  ever  were.”

Dr.  Charles  A.  Berry,  chief 
astronaut  physician,  pronounced 
Conrad,  Gordon  and  Bean  “in 
excellent  condition.” 

If  all  goes  well,  Conrad,  Gordon 
and  Bean  will  first  thunder  into  a 
circular  earth  orbit  118  miles 
high,  then  reignite  the  upper  stage 
of  their  Saturn  5 rocket  after  1 3A 
circuits  of  the  globe  to  kick  them 
out  of  orbit  toward  the  moon. 

With  the  lunar  landing  craft 
they  call  “Intrepid”  hooked  to 
the  nose  of  the  command  ship, 
“Yankee,”  three  astronauts  are  to 
swing  into  moon  orbit  Monday  at 
10:57  p.m. 

Late  the  next  day,  Conrad, 
39-year-old  veteran  of  two  Gemini 
flights,  and  Bean,  37-year-old 
rookie  astronaut,  are  to  crawl  into 
Intrepid  and  land  on  the  eastern 
“shore”  of  the  Ocean  of  Storms 
Wednesday  at  1:53  a.m.  Gemini 
veteran  Gordon,  40,  is  to  remain 
in  moon  orbit  taking  care  of  the 
Apollo  12  command  ship. 

Lunar  Color 

On  Intrepid  is  a television 
camera  designed  to  show 
earthlings  the  first  live  color 
telecasts  from  the  moon’s  surface. 

Apollo  12’s  planned  landing  site 
is  within  walking  distance  of  the 
unmanned  Surveyor  3 spacecraft 
which  landed  150  feet  down  the 
slope  of  a lunar  crater  2Vz  years 
ago.  Conrad  and  Bean  hope  to 
ease  down  the  15-degree  slope, 
snip  off  peices  of  the  Surveyor 
and  return  them  to  earth  so 
engineers  designing  moon  bases 
can  learn  how  materials  wear  on 
the  moon. 

Altogether,  the  two  astronauts

The  magnetometer  they  are 
designing  is  being  readied  for 
Pioneer  F which  is  slated  for 
launch  in  March  1972  and  Pioneer 
G which  will  be  launched  in 
March  1973. 

Pioneer  F is  expected  to  fly  by 
Jupiter  between  November  1973 
and  June  1974. 

It  will  take  Pioneers  F and  G 
some  18  to  27  months  to  reach 
Jupiter  and  gather  information  on 
the  strength  of  its  magnetic  field. 
Jupiter  is  483  million  miles  from 
the  sun  and  will  also  be  about  that 
distance  from  the  earth  when 
Pioneer  F reaches  it. 

The  probe  will  send  back  signals 
continuously  for  over  two  years 
and  go  into  solar  orbit  after 
passing  within  several  Jupiter  radii  • 
of  the  planet.  The  giant  planet  has 


a diameter  1 1 times  that  of  the 
earth,  or  about  87,000  miles. 

Scientists  know  through  radio 
astronomy  that  Jupiter  has  a 
powerful  magnetic  field  which 
extends  far  into  the  space  around 
the  planet.  It  is  primarily  this  field 
that  the  magnetometer  aboard 
will  measure.  It  will  also  measure 
the  interplanetary  magnetic  field 
from  the  orbit  of  earth  to  that  of 
Jupiter. 

“The  earth  and  Jupiter  have 
strong  magnetic  fields  while  our. 
moon,  Venus  and  Mars  do  not,” 
Dr.  Jones  explained.  “Apparently 
to  generate  a magnetic  field  a 
planet  must  rotate  and  must  be  a 
good  electrical  conductor  at  its 
core.”  He  said  the  earth’s  core  is 
liquid  nickel  and  iron  and 
Jupiter’s  core  is  probably  solid 
and  liquid  hydrogen  and  helium. 


The  team  hopes  to  locate  the 
position  of  the  center  of  Jupiter’s 
magnetic  field  and  determine  its 
strength  and  direction. 

Data  received  from  the  Pioneer 
Jupiter  magnetometers  will  be 
processed  and  analyzed  at  BYU, 
UCLA,  and  other  institutions. 

Dr.  Jones  and  another  BYU 
physics  professor,  Dr.  Jae  Ballif, 
are  analyzing  for  NASA  the 


magnetic  field  data  of  Mariner  II 
(Venus),  Mariner  IV  (Mars),  and 
Mariner  V (Venus). 

“So  far,  our  fly-bys  of  Venus 
and  Mars  have  mapped  the 
interplanetary  magnetic  fields  out 
to  1.5  astronomical  units,”  said 
Dr.  Jones.  (An  astronomical  unit 
is  the  distance  between  the  earth 
and  the  sun,  or  roughly 
93,000,000  miles.)

'Girl  Of  The  Golden  West'  Opens,  Opera  Goers  Pleased

“A  highly  enjoyable 
performance”  was  the  consensus 
of  the  first-nighters  who  witnessed 
Wednesday  night’s  opera  “The 
Girl  of  the  Golden  West”  by 
Puccini. 

From  Prof.  Ralph  Laycock’s 
first  downbeat,  the  BYU 
Symphony  Orchestra  established 
an  air  of  suspense  and  grandeur 
combined  with  a lazy  Western 
ballad  motif. 

The  singing  and  drama  of  the 
Opera  Workshop  production  were 
both  outstanding.  From  the  leads 
to  the  “walk-ons”  the  participants 
were  consistently  and  convincing 
in  character,  and  there  was  never 
any  question  about  musical  talent. 
The  action  was  smooth  and  fast, 
and  the  interest  never  lagged. 

Superb 

The  three  leads,  Clayne  Robison 
as  the  villainous  sheriff,  Lynn 
Blackmun  as  Minnie  and  Rolando 
Gonzales  as  Dick  Johnson,  the 
outlaw-lover,  were  superb. 
Robison’s  great  dramatic  voice 
was  the  perfect  compliment  to  his 
acting,  and  Miss  Blackmun’s 
exciting  lyricism  and  strong 
characterization  made  the 
audience  forget  that  she  was  the 
only  female  on  stage  all  night 
other  than  the  Indian  squaw. 

Rolando  Gonzales,  with  his 
sparkling  stage  presence,  charming 
Mexican  accent  and  expressive 
tenor  created  a sensation  when  he 
came  on  and  received  the 
evening’s  biggest  applause. 

Puccini  is  a master  of  the 
dramatic,  light-lyrical  opera,  but 
the  plot  he  worked  with  was 
somewhat  overly  melodramatic 
and  stereotyped,  such  as  the 
portrayaT  of  Minnie  as  a 
Bible-reading  saloon  keeper  who’d 
never  been  kissed. 

One  of  the  most  effective  scenes 
was  in  the  second  act,  when 
Minnie  refused  to  believe  the 
sherrif’s  allegation  that  her*  lover 
Johnson  was  the  sought-after 
crook,  and  the  pathos  created 
when  she  kicked  him  out  to  be 
shot  by  the  vigilantes.  This  was  in 
contrast  to  the  previous  kissing 
scene,  which  was  awkward  and 
comical  in  English. 

For  most  BYU  students,  this 
will  be  an  excellent  introduction 
to  Puccini.  Performances  are 
scheduled  tonight  and  Saturday  at 
8:15  p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall.  Tickets  are  50  cents  with 
activity  cards.
